The Surgeon General is calling for a "Smoke Free Society By Hie Year 
2000." Such would require 60 million Americans to stop enjoying . 
cigarettes, clearly a mammoth effort at behavior control. The government 
spends millions of dollars, under the influence of the Surgeon General, to 
control and stop people from choosing to smoke. He does this, he says, 
because cigarettes are alleged to cause cancer. The rub here is that 
science does not know or understand the mechanisms that cause cancer. 

Thus, if smoking was stopped by the year 2000 we still would not know what 
caused cancer. I ask you, wouldn't a better and more meaningful goal be a 
"Cancer Free Society By Hie Year 2000?" Let's direct the hundreds of 
millions aimed at making people quit to efforts to search out the cause of 
cancer. 
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
